Mr. William F. Porter, a member of 
the Board of Supervisors of Elections, 
was questioned u this point yester- 
day afternoon.

“There ig no possible way to ascer- 
tain how a man votes unlees he states it 
himself. The law proyiding fora eccret 
ballot is very plain and carefully drawn. 

“When a voter walks intoa ling 
place on election day he is asked his 
name and addresr, e judges then 
het he-be-propealy registered. r 

properly registercd. o 
the ballot clerk takes a bal- 
from the pile before him, writes the 
man’s name on alittle slip or — 4 ea at- 
tached to it and hands him the ballot. 
The voter then goes into a secret com- 
partment or booth, where no one can 
see him, and he marke his ballot, He 
folds it with the mark inside, comes out 
and hands the ballot to the judge rp. 
resenting the party in power in 
Btate. is 1805 of course, IT WILL

Degrading Worship Goes On, 

Still the degrading worship gocs on, 
and the devotees kneel und kiss the dust 
and count their golden beads and cross 
themselves with the blood of their own 
sacrifice.

It is made of clinking silver and 
clinking gold and the rattling specie of 
the banks and brokers’ shops and the 
voices of all the exchanges.

stuff. 80 you may depend upon it that 
God will burn and be will grind to pieces 
the golden calf of modern idolatry, and 
he will compel the people in their agony 
to drink it. It not before, it will be so on 
the last day. I know not where the fire 
will begin, whether at the “Battery” or 
Lombard street, whether at Shoreditch or 
West Bad, but it will be a very hot blaze, 
All the government securities of the 
United States and Great Britain will curl 
up in the first blaze, All the money safes 
and deposit vaults will melt under the 
first touch.

THE NEW HORSE DISEASE.

(A) We never acquired any territory 
by the consent of the governed. We 
have acquired much territory, and no- 
body ever dreamed of applying this 
phrase to it. 

(B) We have never treated new 
acquired territory os ey of the Unit 
States, or governed by the provisions 
of the Constitution applicable to them. 
The Constitution jealously secures to 
the State the right of self: government, 
but the genera vernment manages 
the territories. The Constitution re- 
quires all judges of the United States to 
Bold their positions during good oe- 
havior, The territorial judges are ap- 
pointed for terms of — 

The Constitution not allow the 
national government to make merel 
local improvements in the States, but 
the general government makes all 
kinds of local improvements in the ter- 
ritories. In all ways the general gov- 
ernment has, from the beginning, 
treated the territories as not a part of 
the United States. 

(O) To treat new eget as govern- 
ed by the Constitution, as it applies to 
the States would strip our government 
of powers inseparable from the whole 
idea of a —— and make the 
treaty making power purely ridiculous.

Hazleton, Pa., Nov. 1.—The Miners- 

ville colliery, operated by the A. S. Van 
Wickle estate, will resume work to- 
morrow, The company yesterday after- 
noon agreed to grant the men all the 
concessions made by the other com- 
panes and operators. Calvin Pardee & 
Co. and a committee representing the 
strikers for whom there was no work 
at Lattimer when operations were re- 
sumed on Monday, arrived at an ami- 
cable agreement yesterday, and all the 
discharged men went back to their old 
places today. 

Scranton, Pa., Nov. 1.—The Clark 
Tunnel miners returned to work yes- 
terday when the company acceded to 
their demand for the discharge of an 
objectionable boss named George 
Speeder. The Nay Aug Coal company's 
men likewise returned to work. They 
remained out because they didn’t 
understand the notice. The Forest and 
Green Ridge men are still out, but the 
differences are in process of adjust- 
ment. 

Pottsville, Pa., Nov. 1—The six re- 
maining companies of the Fourth regi- 
ment and the governor’s troop broke 
camp in the Panther Creek valley yes- 
terday and left for home, there being 
no further need of the presence of 
militia in the coal regions. The men 
had been on duty since Sept. 22, and 
they were glad of the opportunity to

Lipton's Big Deal in Pork. 

Chicago, Nov. 1.—As a result of his 
pork deal here, Sir Thomas Lipton is 
believed to have made $350,000. There 
were only 35,000 barrels of pork that 
could be delivered and the English- 
man owned them all, as well as twice 
that number bought from people who 
did not have a barrel to deliver. When 
the price reached $16, some time ago, 
the majority of shorts thought it time 
to buy some of the pork they had con- 
tracted to deliver at approximately $11 
per barrel during October. Numerous 
private settlements are sald to have 
been made, so that while bearish spec- 
ulators in pork have received some 
painful financial injuries, the wounds 
have not been mortal. LApton's repre- 
sentative allowed one belated short to 
take 1,000 barrels at $18 per barrel. To- 
day shorts are offering $20.

The gunning season on the Eastern 
Shore opened last Thursday, and it 
Promises to be one of the most prosper- 
dus seasons for many years. There is 
® marked scarcity of partriiges, but 
throughout the Sho“ rabbits,equirrels 
are reported in abundance. 

In Talbot county the outlook is partio - 
ularly promising, and in the neighbor- 
hood of Easton a number of coveys of 
partridges have been seen, while the 
county seems to be overrun with equir- 
rels and rabbite. 

The ducking prospects are very good, 
and numbers of ducks of the red head 
variety have been reported on the Miles 
and Tred Avon rivers during the past 
week and a large flock of coots was seen 
on the Wye river. 

A number of Easton gunners are 
talking of making a strong effort to 
secure a closed season at the next Leg- 
lalat ure for partridges, as there are few 
of them in the county. Reports from 
Kent, Queen Anne and Dorchester 
counties also say that while there 
isa scarcity of partridges there is an 
abundance of other small game,

BIOXIDE OF SODIUM. 
r WILL PURIFY AND REPURIFY Ain 
__ INDEFINITELY. 5 


— — 


An Important Discovery Announced 
by Two French Chemistse—It Will 
Mave Warreaching Resulta In Bv- 
errday Life, , 


By the merest chance two French 
chemists, Dra. Desgrez and Balthaszard, 
have recently made the important dis- 
covery that bioxide of sodium will purify 
and repurify air indefinitely. > This 
means, roughly speaking, the removal of 
the chief obstacle to submarine work and 
to all other pursuits requiring a constant 
renewal of air by mechanical means. Its 
commercial value along many lines can 
hardly be estimated. 

To the ercdit of several ml. e, forgotten 
and left to die, the discovery must be 
credited. In the laboratory of the two 
chemists the mice had been placed for 
some experiments in a closed glass globe, 
and then forgotten. In the nature of 
things the air of the globe should have 
been soon exhausted, and the mice bave 
perished of asphyxiation. Great was the 
surprise of the chemists, therefore, when, 
several days later, they found the mice 
still alive. Somewhat thin, to be sure, 
bat exhibiting no difficulty in their 
breathing. Casting about for an er- 
planation of the mystery they decided 
that a mall block of bioxide of sodium 
which had been left in the globe must 
have effected the unexpected prolongs- 
tion of lite. They tested the matter. 
Rabbits and dogs were shut up with a 
block of the bioxide in hermetically seal- 
ed glass receptacles just large enough to 
hold sufficient air for half an ‘hotr or so. 
After five hours and a half the animals 
were still breathing regularly and placid- 
ly, just as if they were in the open air, 

Then it was decided to experiment with 
human subjects. A diver’s helmet was 
constructed with a lining of the bioxide 
of sodium. The air capacity of the hel- 
met was only about five plots. But, the 
air being purified and oxygenized by the 
action of the chemical, the wearer was 
able to remain under water for an indef- 
nite period. 

(Phere was no longer any room for 
doubt that a discovery had been made 
which, while of extraordinary simplicity, 
will be an invaluable ald to progress and 
to the comfort of life. It was shown by 
experiments that wherever carbonic acid 
gas is present bioxide of sodium fastens 
on it to get at the carbon and combine it. 
Incidentally u proportionate quantity of 
pure oxygen is set free—that is to say, 
the bioxide of sodium is the most efficient 
scavenger of vitiated air yet discovered. 
It needs no preparation of any kind. Its 
mere presence suffices, and it is absolute- 
ly insatiable. As long as there is a mor- 
sel of the bioxide left and the tiniest whiff 
of carbonic acid gas for it to play on it 
continues its purifying work. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting 
applications of the newly learned proper- 
ties of the bioxide will be in the develop- 
ment of submarine navigation. Experts 
say that the oxygenizing compound will 
solve at once the difficulty of providing 
submarine vessels with a constnft supply 
of fresh air at normal pressure. That 
phase of the problem has hitherto balked 
all the efforts of submarine engineers. 

With the use of the regenerating biox- 
ide there is no need of machinery other 
than that used for propelling the subma- 
rine vessels. There la no need of return 
ing to the surface for renewing the air 
supply. As long as the bioxide. the food 
an! the material employed for generating 
power hold out the boats may remain un- 
der water. The submarine boat comes 
atonce into the realm of practical achieve 
ment. 

It Is obvious that the use of a diving 
helmet such as was employed in the 
initial byman experiment recorded will 
much facilitate the work of salvage and 
scientific exploration under son. All the 
apparatus that the diver will deod will 
be the one rope or cable by which he 
communicates with those above and by 
which he is hauled up when necessary. 
Formerly be was obliged to move very 
slowly and carefully for fear of tangling 
the guiding rope across the air tube. 
Often despite all precautions the acel- 
dent would happen. That meant a fright- 
ful death at the bottom of the sea, the 
man being deprived of alr to breathe 
and unable to give the signal to be pull- 
ed up. Under the new conditions bis 
work will be both freer and safer, 

On land the uses to which the bioxide 
may be put are endless. It will be used 
to purity the air lu hospitals. Mining 
operations will be rendered much more 
unte by its use. Crowded factory rooms 
enn be kept always full of fresh, sweet 
air. In theaters and places of public 
meeting people can breathe freely. In 
schools children will be brighter and 
healthier for ita presence. 

It has bern pointed out also that the 
bloxide will dispénse with the need of 
opening windows in winter time. In- 
stead of losing three-quarters of the artifi- 
cial heat of our rooms through windows 
opened for ventilation we may If we like 
keep our apartments hermetically closed 
from November until May and hare a 
constantly equable temperature, with po 
fear of sudden chill; the alr, none the 
leas, always perfectly pure, and the coal 
bills cut down. 

More Interesting still is the suggestion 
due to tne discoveries that bloxide way 
be used to give a chance to people buried 
alive, Dr. Deagres especially is entbu- 
siastic on this point, He Insists that 
the Jaw should compel the constraction 
of what be culls scientific coffins, spa- 
cious exough to give ample turning over 
room, havingsa bell attachment ringing 
outside and containing a block of the 
bioxide.--Paris Letter in New York Bun.

Among the great leaders that my b: 
clasred as of the Liberal, though got 
properly the Reform, party la the only 
Chinaman whose reputation is worldwide 
Li Hung Chang.

“He knows China's weakness, He 
knows the strength of ‘foreign govern- 
ments. Ilis shrewdness is more than a 
match for that of all with whom he 
comes in contact. After his return from 
his trip around the world, ia an audience 
with the empress dawager, she asked: 

Tell me truly now what you think 
of these foreign barbarian countries 
through which you have passed as com- 
pared with China.’ 

Tou want truly thelr condition? 

“Yes, I want to know truly.’ 

Well, they are in a much better eon- 
dition than China, They are more pow- 
erful, cleaner and more enlightened.’ 

“It is said the empress dowager was 
not well pleased to hear the truth, but 
ber lips remained sealed. 

“A few months ago Sir Claude Mac 
donald, the British minister, suxpected 
that 14 Hung Chang was favoring Rus- 
ala against Great Britain, and be man- 
aged to have Li Hung Chang removed 
from the tsungdi-yamea, This was the 
worst move he could have made. In a 
few weeks the old statesman managed to 
ingratiate himself into favor with the 
empresas dowager in such a way as to se- 
cure his own appointment as viceroy of 
the two Kwangs. 

“He is one of the kind of whom it may 
be said, ‘You may put me out, but you 
cannot put me down.’ 

“Li Hong Chang is as great u states- 
man as Bismarck, as great a warrior as 
Grant, as great a politician as Platt and 
as. great a business man as Rockefeller. 
A large part of his wealth lies in pawn- 
shops. He ‘ts probably the greatest 
pawnshop owner in the world." 

“Another great Liberal leader of the 
same general stamp is ang Chih-tung. 
I would advise every reader of this arti- 
cle to stop and learn bis name. It is 
a singular fact that the two greatest 
statesmen in China should be named 
Chang and Li. These two names are 
the Brown and Jones of China. They 
bave a saying: e 

"Chang chia ch'ang, Li chia tusa, 
Jen shia shit fel wo pu kuan. 
“I bave translated it as follows: 
"Though the Changs may all be perfect, 
And the Lis imperfect be, 
Their perfections of their failings 
1 will never deign to see. 

“Chang is viceroy of Hupeh and Hu- 
man. And while the emperor was issu- 
ing his reform edicts this great viceroy 
was writing one of the most notable 
books that bas ever been written by a 
Chinese. It is called Leaves of Learn- 
ing,’ and in it are discussed all problems 
relating to the welfare of the empire, es- 
pecially as regards what may be called 
the new learning. 

“Chang urges that all consuls and min- 
isters in foreign countries should trans- 
late the best books of those countries into 
Chinese; that schools be established in 
connection with all the foreign legations 
and consulates for the education of the 
Chinese children in those countries, and 
that printers in port cities print large 
editions of books relating to foreign af- 
fairs, so that they may be circulated 
broadcast throughout the whole empire. 
He urges the necessity of reform and 
speaks of the Conservatives as old *mose- 
back’ ofciala, He keeps several Bug- 
lish speaking secretaries, who gather for 
him all information about foreign coun- 
tries which concern him as viceroy of 
two of the most important provinces in 
China. He is liberal in subscribing to 
any object that promises the reform of 
the antiquated customs of the empire 
and the opening of the eyes of the peo 


e. 

"Prince Ch'lug is well known aud yet 
not well known, He is a nobleman in 
every sense of the word, as has been io- 
dicated by bis conduct toward the im- 
prisoned ministers during the months of 
the siege. He constantly risked bis life 
to defénd them and to send them provis- 
ions. He has been for years a member 
of the tsung-li-yamen. He is a man upon 
whom we may always depend for pro- 
foreign views, and yet a man whom. all 
the Chinese love. 

“He is not a genius. He is out a 
crank. He is not a man who docs things 
which are talked about. He is not a 
man whom every foreigner wants to in- 
terview. He does not take extreme 
views. He is not sought by the Chinese 
or by foreigners to settle international 
disputes as Prince Kung and Li Hong 
Chang are sought. 

“Prince Ch'ing always employs a for 
eign physician, which la one of the sure 
signs of progress in a Chinaman. There 
are those who send for the foreign phy- 
sicilian in extreme cases. But men like 
Li Hung Chang, Chang Yio-buan and 
Prince Ch'ing employ bim iu all in- 
stances.”

The night is 

It is amazing how the

Austrian citics, and it has been a peaceful 

reign. It means congratulation and ric 

tory over the wear and tear of TO years. 

The emperor is a unique personality, 
and but for the people's love for him the 
empire would Jong ago have been divided. 
Hungary is as anxious now to be inde 
pendent as in the days when Louls Kos- 
suth struck for freedom, and his son 
now stands lu the Hungarian parliament 
with an influence that halts legislation 
concerning the empire whenever he will. 
But Emperor Francis Joseph is so kind, 
so charitable, so sympathetic, so helpful 
that while be lives Austria will remain 
intact. 

Every one knows some story of his 
compassion and generosity. Hearing that 
one of his officers, who had become 
blind, had said that bis only comfort 
now was music, the emperor gives the 

man o seat for life in the opera 

use. By such deedd he has won all 

hearts. His agonizing bereayements 
have intensified the affection of the peo- 
ple for their ruler, The suicide or mur 
der of his only son (and it still remains 
a mystery bow be was done to death) 
and the assassination of the empress two 
years ago have callcd forth a loyal love 
seldom seen in other nations. Haring 
no son to ancceed him, be is educating 
bis nephew for the *throne—a splendid 
lad of 13 or 14 years, Otto, the father 
of the lad, would have been the next em- 
peror, but he docs not want the throne, 
and no ove in the empire wants him to 
take it. He is one halt bad and one balt 
imbecile. He keeps the air full of scam 
dalization. He goes to a restaurant, 
orders all other persons to depart, and, 
having taken full possession of the piace, 
be and the group of wild fellows with 
him drink themselves drunk and then 
smash the crockery and the decanters 
and the tables and the window glasses, 
and no one dare protest, for he belongs to 
the Imperial family. But the next day 
the bill for this roistering destructive 
mai is sent to the emperor, and he pays 
t. 

Otto is the terror of the neighborhoods 
when he le inflamed of stroug drink. 
Riding on horseback through the coun- 
try districts, he met a funeral proccasion 
of peasants. As is the custom, they were 
earrying the coffin on their shoulders 
Otto made them stop and put the coffin 
on the ground, and then be with his 
horse leaped over the coffin this way and 
that until the drunken dellrum was satis- 
fied. Hearing of this or some equal of- 
fensiveness, the emperor called this er 
tatie specimen of royalty into his pres 
ence and ecrerely reprimanded him. Otto 
Was soon after seated at bie own table 
with some rollicking companions, and 
when the empcror’s name was mention- 
ed Otto said, “I will show you my opin- 
fon of the emperor.” Then the out- 
rageous eccentric lifted from the table a 
bowl of grecus and took it to a statue 
or bust of the emperor standing in the 
room and poured the greens over it, 
thus obliterating all the attractiveness 
of that work of art. The emperor beard 
of this and commanded the recreaut man 
Into bis presence and told him that he 
knew of the insult offered him on that 
occasion, and in the presence of the im- 
perial family and their guests he boxed 
Otto's cars. 

This royal nuisance is a peculiar equos 
trian and hax ope of his horses so trained 
that he can without dismounting ride up 
the front steps of restaurants aud botels,

He and bis brother, the present 
emperor, while young men were taking a 
walk in what were then the flelds, and 
an assassin sprang at the young emperor 
and cut and stabbed him until through 
loss of blood he seemed dying. Then 
Maximilian, standing there, made a row 
that if God would spare his brother's life 
he would build on that spot a magnificent 
temple to the pralse of God. Francis 
Joseph recovered, and through the efforts 
of Maximilian the promised church was 
built In commemoration.

You catch a word or two as you 
pass by them. “Stuck up.“ says one: 
“Got it dishonestly,” says another, “Will 
burst soon,” says a third. very stoned 
in your new house is laid ou their hearts, 
Your horses’ hoofs went over their 
nerven. Every item of your success has 
been to them an Item of discomfiture and 
despair. Just as soon as in aby respect 
you rise above your fellows, if you are 
more virtuous, if you are more wise, if 
you are more influential, you cast a 
shadow on the prospects of others. The 
toad to honor and success is within feach 
of the enemy's guns, Jeaslouny says, 
“Stay down or I'll" knock you down.”

pation, that it will trip the accountant’s 
pen or dull the carpenter’s saw or con- 
fuse the lawyer's brief or disarrange the 
merchant's store shelf, They think reli- 
gion is impertinent. They would like to 
have it very well beated beside them in 
church on the Sabbath, to find the place 
in the psalmbook or to nudge them 
awake when they get sleepy under the di- 
dactic discourse, or they would like to 
leave it in the pew on Sabbath evening 
as they go out, closing the door, saying, 
“Good nicht, religion; I'll be back next 
Sunday!" But to have religion go right 
along by them all through life, to Mave 
religion looking over their shoulder when 
they are making a bargain, to hare rell- 
gion take up @ bag of dishonest gold and 
shake it and say, “Where did you get 
that?’ They think that is an imperti- 
nent religion. They would like to have a 
religion to help them when they are sick, 
and when the shadow of death comes 
over them they would like to have reli- 
gion as a sort of nightkey with which to 
open the door of heaven, but religion un- 
der other circumstances they take to be 
impertinence. 
Christianity For Busy Men. 


Now, my friends, religion never robbed 
a man of a dollar, Other things being 
equal, a mason will build a better wall. a 
cabinet maker will make a better chair, a 
plumber will make n better pipe, a law- 
yer will make a better plea, a werchant 
will sell a better bill of goods. 1 way, 
other things being equal. Of course 
when religion gives a man a new heart, 
it does not propose to give him a new 
head or to intellectoalize him or to 

a man's condition when bis ordi- 
mary state is an overthrow of the phil- 
osophical theory that a total vacuum is 
impossible, but the more letters you hh 
to write, the more burdens you have 
carry, the more miles you have to travel, 
the more burdens sou have to lift, the 
more engagements you bave tò weet, the 
more disputes you have to setile, the 
more opportunity you have of being a 
Christian, It you have a thousand irons 
in the fire, you have a thousand more 
opportunities of serving God than if you 
only had one iron in the fire. Who so,

best men. All the persons converted in 
Scripture busy at the time of their being 
converted. Matthew attending to his 
custom house duties; the prodigal son 
feeding swine; Lydia selling purple: Bi- 
mon Peter hauling in the net from the 
sea; Saul spurring his horse toward 
going down on his law Dusi- 
ness, Busy, busy! Daniel with all the 
affairs of state weighing down upon his 
soul, and yet three times a day wor 
shiping the God of heaven.

Not a beggar in Berlin, not a beggar in 
| Dresden, not a beggar in Germany, as 
far as we have been able to see. In 
other European countries the beggar is 
a familiar object. Hat in hand, eyes 
upturned, garments in rage and an at- 
titude indicating it has long been taken, 
His father and mother were paupers. 
Pedigree of rags, inheritance of want, 
squalor of centurſes impersonated. But 
in Germany neither at the door of 
churches nor at the gate of railroad sta- 
tions nor on the street are you asked 
for alms. What is the reason? The 
German nation has no superior among 
nations in prosperity. The peoplo have 
enough to eat and enough to wear and 
enough to shelter them. The harvest 
fields which we see through the car win- 
dow declare that this year a wealthy 
crop will be added to the national re- 
sources. Cleanliness, another sign of 
prosperity, ls everywhere evident. Dirt 
is always poor. Plenty of water in Ger- 
many, wisely distributed and every- 
where used. Midsummer and yet not a 
malodor afloat. Berlin as healthy in 
August as in January. Only two cases” 
of intoxication have we seen in all the 
empire. German beer is not as bad as 
American pa. No doubt there arè 
poverty nnd suffering, but we do not 
know where to find them. - 

Germany's religion has much to do 
with its prosperity, As the most revered 
name in St. Petersburg is Peter the 
Great and we are shown the houses 
where he lived and the axes with which 
he cut and the cups out of whieh he 
drank and the staff with which he walk- 
ed and the boats which he built and the 
pens with which he wrote and the beds 
on which he slept and the crown which 
be wore and the throne on which he sat, 
so In Germany the great name is Martin 
Lather, and we are taken to the chalrs 
in the window at Wittenberg, where he 
talked with his wife and the door of the 
church on which he hammered the 
theses and the pulpit where he preach- 
ed and the mugs out of which he drank 
before apollinaris water was found and 
the tomb where near by that of Philip 
Melanchthon he sleeps the long sleep and 
the statues in all the great cities where 
he stands, with the Bible in hand and 
‘ith lips of marble or bronze is still 
preaching the gospel with which he 
shook the earth and proclaiming a re- 
ligious emancipation which will yet give 
all nations the right to worship God in 
their own way. Luther is still the might- 
lest religious power in Germany. 

Likewise the long reign of Kalser 
William I was a salutary reign. He 
chose for his winter and summer resi- 
dence the plainest and simplest of bis 
palaces, leaving for the Inspection of 
tourists the royal palace, where Fred- 
erick the Great entertained Voltaire in 
vast rooms amid painting and statuary 
and chuckling together over what they 
considered the joke of all time—the 
Christian religion—and also forsaking the 
palace at Potsdam, its walls encrusted 
with precious stones and august with 
masterpieces, the stupendous structure 
bulit at the close of the seven years’ war 
to prove that the national resources were 
not exhausted. The two palaces occu- 
pled by Kaiser William, according to the 
season, look like prosperous homes, but 
completely unpretentious. You are led 
through his late residence in Berlin, ad- 
miring Its simplicity, and through his 
study, where he sat with Bismarck and 
drafted plans for the national welfare 
and put down the foundation of an em- 
pire which, I think, will last as long as 
the sun and moon endure. For the his- 
tory of almost every nation it requires 
pen and sword ‘closely united. That 
which was achieved by Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s pen and George Washington's 
sword and Alexander Hamilton's finan- 
cial genius for institutions In America, 
William I and Von Moltke and Bismarck 
achieved for Germany. 

The present emperor has enlisted the 
hearts of all hie people. While many 
criticise his pronunciamentos and do not 
like this, or do not like that, William TI 
will hand down to his son a mightier 
scepter than that which he received from 
the dying hand of his father, Emperor 
Frederick, who reigned only 08 days, and 
which his grandfather wielded 27 years. 
German blood bas iron In it, and the Ger- 
Man government will last long after friv- 
olous France and cruel Spain have again 
and again changed from republicanism to 
Monarchy, am) from monarchy back to 
republicanism. The present emperor is 
ubiquitous; now laying the corner stone 
of a church, now unveiling a monument, 
now launching a ship, now reviewing a 
regiment, now ke one city and now in an- 
other. At a Puoch and Judy show, some 
time ago, the performer gave what he 
considered the characteristics of the three 
emperors who reigned within four months 
over Germany, Kaiser William, Fred- 
erick and William II, The man of the 
show suid: “Kaiser William will be re 
membered by his saying, ‘I have no time 
to be weary.” Emperor Frederick bad 
for characteristic utterance, It is well to 
suffer without complaining.’ The present 
emperor will be known for his familiar 
saying, ‘Augusta, pack the trunks.’”

A NEW PIELD FOR WOMEN 


Schcol of Practical Agriculture and 


Horticalture. 


Within recent years a number of 
prominest American women have gone 
in for ‘‘personally conducted“ farms. 
The daughtirs cf Abram S. Hewitt are 
successful und enthusiastic farmers, 
and butter from the Hewitt farm brings 
price per pound ir New 
York city. Mra Richard Watson Gild 
er has a farm of 250 acres near Lenox, 
on which she laughingly di claresevery- 
thing which appears on her bountitul 
table exwept paprika and ol.ve oil is 
raised. 4 

These sich lady and g: ntiemen farm- 

rá believe that a practical, scientific 
knowledge of agriculture would revo- 
lutionize American rural life, would 
turn the tide of emigration from the 
great congested cities and prove of tre- 
mendous educational and social force. 
With this purpose in view they have 
contributed to the School of Practical 
Agriculture and Horticulture to be 
opened at Briarcliff Manor, Westchest- 
er county, New York. 
Hewitt and Mr. William E. Dodge bead 
the list of people prominent in all good 
works who make up the board of trustees 
and furnish the financial backing for 
the enterprise. . 

On this perfectly equipped farm, or 
rather agricultural village, for it is 
measured by miles on all four sides. 
the pupils of the new echool will have 
an opportunily to study practical profi- 
table farming and floriculture, 

The new school will be under the di- 

rection of Mr. George Powell, the well- 
known agricultural authority, formerly 
connected with Cornell University, Mr. 
Powell said the school is the outcome 
of the appeal for instruction from the 
weary toilers of great cities eager to 
try new fields and pastures green if on- 
ly they might obtain sufficient know- 
ledge to avoid disaster. 
While the school will be thrown open 
all comers, irrespective of age, sex or 
previous condition of seryitude, Mr. 
owell thinks it should especially at- 
tract the attention of women, offering 
as it does, inestimable advantages in 
studying the practical, profitable meth- 
oda of the manor farm. Mr, Powell has 
received hearty encouragement and a 
support from trustees of the botanical 
gardens to which pupilé will make study 
journeys.

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DEMOCRABY IS NOT DEAD. 


Sun writes interestingly of the 
Future of the Party. 


The most sensible article wes have 
seen in all this talk about the reoryani- 
zation of the Democratic party appear- 
ed in Wednesday's issue of the Balti- 
more Sun from its special correspond- 
ent at Washington. What the Demo- 
oratio party needs today is rest not agi- 
tation. 

Tie dispateb reads as follows: Pollt- 
ical gossips and quldnunes are taking 
much pleasure in speculating upon the 
future of the Democratic party dd the 
necessity for piecing up the shattered 
fragments through an immediate at- 
tempt at re-organization. A lot of re gu- 
lar and of halting leaders ot the party 
have already given their yiews as to 
what ought to be done, and many oth 
ers will be following their exaniple for 
some weeks to come, 

Then the gossips and the public alike 
will become weary of the subject and 
it will be dropped for something new- 
er. 

The Democratic party from a period 
coumencing not later than eight or ten 
years after the Civil War has been the 
majority part of the country, Never 
has it been more largely in the major 
ity than in 1396 and again in 1000. Ro- 
publican managers of the higheat prom- 
inence are conceding with the utmost 
frankness McKinley's re-election war 
due to Democratic aid, just as was his 
first election four years ago. «No one 
disputes or doubta this. Had the party 
been united in 1896 MoKinley would 
not have been in it, nor, of course, 
would there haye been any show for 
the Republican nominee this year. 

A party is not in such hopeless condi- 
tion when it can poll 7,000, 000 votes, all 
white, and spare a million or so more 
to elect the other side. The Democrat 
ic party is one of the few political par- 
ties which was not born to die. It bas 
already outlived several opposition par- 
ties, and it will be alive and flourishing 
long after the R publican party passes 
out of existence. 

The darkest days of its history were 
through the period of the Civil War 
and the years immediately: succeeding, 
when at one time it had not more than 
halfadozen members of the Senate and 
perhaps not more than 40 in thé House. 

There used to be a good deal of talk 
about reorganization and all that sort 
of thing, but nothing cameofit. The 
party went right straight along, and in 
due time ite glorious rank and file 
brought it on top, just as they will do 
again. The men who are talking about 
reorganization and airing their views 
with so much pretense of wisdom and 
foresight may delight to hear their own 
utterances, but if they liye long enough 
they will find how little they knew 
about it. They may as well settle duwn. 
Should they really undertake any ser- 
lous movement, as is the intimation 
thrown out by Mr. Dickinson, of Mioh 
igan, they would only expose them- 
selves to ridicule. But they will not 
do it; the encouragement will be too 
feeble. The Democratic party needs 
rest, not reorganization, Two years 


hence, when the Congressional elections. 


are again on, the party will show itself 
and will make itself felt. It will have 
no national platform, but the party in 
each Congressional district can make 
its own declaration of principles and 
conduct the fight on its own lines. 
There will be no national organiga- 
tions to help it or hinder it. The chances 
are 20 to 1 the party will get fairly on 
rts feet again, and when 1904 rolle 
around will bein as gooda condition 
us it ever was in its whole history. 
This will come through the logio of 
events, naturally and inevitably. The 
best thing for all the leaders to do— 
those who supported Bryan and those 
who did not—is to take back seats for a 
season and let the pot boil slowly. The 
Repuolicans have absolute control of 
every department of the Government. 
They are going their own way, and 
Democratic policy is to watch and 
wait. Let 1004 take care of itself,”

QUESTION KO. 16, 


Prof. LeFevre:—Should Teachers en- 
courage a feeling of comrade-ship with 
their pupils, or cultivate a dignified re- 
serve in the school room and in public, 
and why? Inquirer. 


Inquirer:—Comradeship is not incon. 
sistent with dignity, Itis possible for 
a teacher to assoriate with his pupils, 
and yet maintain inviolate his pro 
fessional character and reputation. It 
is true, however, that the teacher should 
never forget, nor should he ever permit 
his pupils to forget, the real relation 
that school life causes them to bear 
toward each other, Familiarity with a 
noble character breeds respect rather 
than contempt. 

A cold reserve, in school and in pub 
lic, will caus) the teacher to lose many 
cold en opportunities of doing good to 
the character he desires to mold. Youth 
is clay for the potter's wheel, and honor 
and usefulness commonly hasten to 
own that they owe everything to some 
one they have copied. There isan at 
tribute of the true teacher that is more 
easily thought of than heeded, some- 
thing in which none are proficient. 
The teacher should display, ia a life of 
noble deeds and attainments, that 
strength of character which affords 
trust and confidence to lodge in the 
breast of his pupils. Ther» are some 
men and women in whose company we 
are always at our best While with 
them we cannot think mean thcughts 
nor speak ungenerous words. Their 
mere presence is elevation, purification, 
sanctity’ All the best stops of our 
nature are drawn out by the inter- 
course and we find a music in oursouls 
that was not there before. Suppose 
that inflaence were prolonged through 
a month, a year, a lifetime, and what 
could not life become, C. H. LeFevre.

Sudh reville, Md., Nov. 14, 1900. 

The burning of the North German 
Lloyd's Steamsbipe, Mall,“ “Salle,” 
and “Bremen,” delayed the departure 
of the Maryland and New York Chris 
tian Endeayor parties for the great con 
vention at London until Thursday, Jul 
Sth. The original plan was to sail from 
New York July 8d, but after the great 
fire we left Baltimore July 6th, by the 
Steamer “Rhein” bound for Hamburg, 
Germany. About a. 5D olock p. m. on the 
last mentioned date we steamed out of 
Baltimora harbor, acoompanie: by the 
little tug which by its frequent shrieks, 
kept us aware of fa existence and 
presence. A storm was in progress as 
we steamed out, lightning flashing, 
thunder crashing, yet little heed did 
we pay to these “disturbances of the 
elements above us, our thoughts for 
the time were centered on the friendly 
land and the dear home faces we were 
leaving behind. Crowds ‘gathered at 
the pier to see the steamship leaye, 

to say goodbye, others out of 
curiosity, and we, looking back, saw 
some with tears streaming down their 
faces, others whose faces were wreath- 
ed wnth smiles, and one ond all wish- 
ing us bon voyage“ amid the cheer 
ing and fluttering of handkerchiefs, 
And then began the soramble for our 
respective places. As we were “emer- 
gency passengers,” not booked to sail 
on the Rhein“ there was much con- 
fasion and some disappointment about 
the consignment of state-roome. Many 
hai been built in the stern of the ship 
to accommodate us, and comsidering 
the length of time in which the carpen- 
ters had to do the work, the rooms were 
very comfortable indeed. 

And then came supper; and such a 
supper! Some who had been told of 
the excellent steamship fare, the fine 
service On board an ocean liner, were 
much taken back to find themselves 68 
signed to a regular “camp meeting“ 
table; one long bench on each side serv- 
ing for chairs, and in order to reach 
our respective places must disturb ov- 
ery one seated or else crawl over the 
bench, many preferred the latter way. 
Our supper consisted of dry wheat 
bread sliced, German black and rye 
bread, canned tongue, butter served on 
a dinner plate, black coffee. the sugar

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‘the salt was served in the samo way it 
was necessary to exercise some caution 
in the use of each for we might find we 
had salted our coffee and sugared our 
canned tongue. After we had finished 
this bountiful repast we repaired to 
the upper decke, devoutly hoping 
“there was no more to follow“ of a like 
character, 

The day had been exceedingly hot 
and be waited in vain for the coolirg 
breeze. The huge iron ship had ben 
several days in port and was thoroughly 
heated through and through and when 
we repaired to our state rooms we 
found sleep impossible, many spending 
the night in their chairs on deck. I 
“turned in'“ as the sailors say, but on- 
ly to swelter and think of the extra 
cold wasted during the blizzards of 
"95 and 90. 


I think many of us agreed with one 
of our neighbors in the adjoiniag state 
room, who said tne next morning, 
Well, I firmly resolved last night to 
be a better woman, for if the bad place 
is any hotter than this state room I 
know I do not want to go there.“ Then 
came our first day at sea, having pass 
ed through the Capes about 8 a. m., 
when the pilot left us. Our breakfast 
differed but little from supper of the 
previous day but as I was not feel- 
ing very steady I did not partake. The 
day Friday passed as all days do, brok- 
en in the eyening by the exceedingly 
unbecoming behavior of the “incon- 
stant moon“, who showed her face first 
upon the right and then upon the left, 
now fore, now aft. Inquiry brought 
out the fact that the steering apparatus 
had broken and we were drifting in a 
circi. Some little apprehension was 
felt among the passengers but soon all 
wa; righted and we were again head- 
ing for our distant port. 


Saturday passed and then came our 
first Sunday on shipboard. But one 
day differs not from another on ship- 
board, and with the exception of a ser- 
vice at half past ten, at which Rev. Dr, 
Wallace of Utica, N. V., preached, 
Sunday passed as had the two previous 
days. By Monday morning we began to 
feel the influence of the ocean breezea, 
and although we were still in the warm 
and genial waters of the Gulf stream 
the air was much codler and life was 
becoming more than an existence, 
Monday evening we made the acquaint- 
ance of the fog horn; the first’ blast at 
10.380 p. m. made us rush to the side of 
the ship expecting tc see a neighborly 
ship, but imagine our dismay when we 
were confronted by a thick fog through 
which we could not have distinguished 
objects six feet away. These blasts 
continued at regular intervals of two 
minutes each until 3a, w. of the next 
day, during which time sleep to me was 
im ble. The next day, Wednesday, 
July lith, was uneventful; foghorn be- 
xan at 3 p. m. and blew until 9 a. m. 
next day. As is the custom always on 
ship-board, an entertainment consisting 
of addresses, music, eto, was given by 
the passengers on Thursday evening 
at which a volunteer contribution is 
made and this sum is given to widows 
and orphans of sailors, the sum in this 
case being given to the bereaved ones of 
the Hoboken fire. The chief feature of 
the evening was a lecture” by Mr. 
Josegh Velms of Baltimore on Joseph 
the son of Jacob, the Israelite The lec- 
ture showed much thought on the part 
of the lecturer; his pictures were strong 
realistic word paintings; his similes 
were couched in terms at the same time 
beautiful and striking. Before conclud- 
ing we learned his position in regard to 
Trusts and Monopolies, the Hanne- 
McKinley administration, and many 
other affairs of National interest, Had 
we been in doubt before, after he men 
tioned incidentally that his earl boy- 
hood was passed in Richmond. Va., 
then our conjectures were proved, 

Nothing more of interest 
during the whole voyage until we Sht- 
ed land Monday, July 16th, at 8 p. m. 
Throughout the whole vo age every- 
one watched with much Interest “the 
placing of the flags on the map (Merca- 
tor’s projection) at noon of each day. 
these Hage marked the exact position 
of the ship each day and also recorded

We were all very much disappointed 
that we would be obliged to spend an- 
other Sunday on ship board as we had 
hoped to be in London that day, but as it 
could not be avoided all were reconciled 
and games of Shuffle board, rope-quoits 
eto. helped to while away the time. 
Nothing could have been more de- 
ene than the weather since we had 
left Baltimore. The sea during the en- 
tire voyage was as smooth as any of 
our rivers and for two or three days at 
a time not a single “white oap” was to 
be seen. It was as cold as Dec. the sky 
perfectly clear and altogether one of the 
most remarkable voyages that any on 
board who had cr many times be- 
fore had ever seen. Sunday was observ- 
ed as the previous one, Dr. Benham of 
Baltimore, Dru. Williams and Wallace 
of New York state, preaching. And 
a ee let me say that the good ship 
“ "carried over on that voy 
thirteen ministers of the Gospel and ar 
rived safe in port. Monday afternoon 
was seen for the first time in twelve 
days, it being the Scilly Islands off the 
west coast of England. These 
are only naked, gray rocks rising ab- 
Fuptly from the water.

Mr. Villard's wife, his sons Oswald G., 
Harold G., with his wife; Mrs. William 
Lloyd Garrison of Boston, his sister- 
in-law and Mr. Villard’s only daugh- 
ter, Mrs. James W. Bell of Dresden, 
Germany. In addition to the family 
Mr. Villard leaves a sister, Mrs. Em- 
ma Von Xylander, wife of Gen. Rob- 
ert Von Xylander, of the Bavarian 
army. 

Thorwood, the name of Mr. Villard’s 
county home at Dobbs’ Ferry, is a 
massive and handsome villa of stone 
and brick 

Henry Villard was born in Bavaria 
in 1835, and came to this country in 
1853, leaving his university studies 
against the advice of his father. He 
became a reporter on leading news- 
papers in New York, Cincinnati and 
Boston, and in 1866 married a daughter 
of William Lloyd Garrison. He began 
his Wall street career in 1870 with 
practically nothing, and ran his fortune 
up to the millions. In 1884, however, 
came the crash that wiped away most 
of his fortune. Since then he has 
twice won and lost fortunes, and his 
estate at his death probably foots up 
$500,000,

terday morning. Dilation of the heart 
and Bright's disease of the kidneys, 
with resultant complications, were the 
immediate cause of death, though Mr. 
Daly's illness dated back several years. 
He had suffered severely during the 
last two months, but the end was pain- 
less. While he was surrounded by 
members of his family, his lite went 
out so peacefully that only the physi- 
clans in attendance knew that he had 
found rest. 

Mr. Daly returned from Europe about 
the middle of September. It was then 
told that his physicians had confirmed 
the opinion of those at Manheim, Ger- 
many, that his days could not be Many. 
He wished to be taken to his new 
home at No. 725 Fifth avenue, but it 
was thought best that he should re- 
main in the apartments in the Hotel 
Netherlands, whither he had been 
taken from the steamship. 

Mr. Daly was born in Ireland in 1842, 
and came to this country a -pennoiloss 
boy. After working at odd jobs in 
New York he finally went to California 
and worked as a potato digger, In 
1876 he went to Montana, began mine 
prospecting and “struck it rich.” Of 
late years he has won prominence 
through his political rivairy with Ben- 
ator Clark. His interest in the Anaconda 
mine alope ia valued at $20,000,000.

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LESSEN OUR NATIONAL, CONTESTS. 


The Times recently proposed three 
amendments to the Constitution and 
earnestly urged that the closing session 
of the present Congress should act upon 
them. The amendments advocated 
would accomplish the following re- 
forms: 

1. That bereafter the President and 
Vice President of the United States 
shall be elected for the term of six 
years, and that the President shall be 


ineligible to re-election as his immed- 
iate successor. 


2. That the people of the nation 
qualified to vote for members of the 
populer branch of Congress in the 
States and Territories, shall vote di 
reotly for candidates for President and 
Vice President, and the candidates re 
ceiving the largest number of votes 
shali be declared elected. 

. That United States Senators shall 
be chosen by popular election, as other 
State officers are elected. 

These proposed reforms are generally 
regarded as vital toimprove tranquillity 
in commercial, financial, industrial and 
trade circles, and to lessen the appall 
ing corruption of our elections. They 
merit much more extended discussion 
than could be given in a single editorial, 


and we shall consider them more fully 
in separate articles 


The reasons for the extension of the 
Presidential term were never more 
widely or profoundly appr.ciated than 


they are at the present time, The busi- 
ness of the country has practically no 


relief from the disturbing influences of 
politics, Every President, when elect- 
od, immediately employs all tho power 
of his administration, and hinders or 
advances national legislation, to serve 
the single purpose of re-electing him- 
wolf. With the single exception of 
Buchanan, no President of the United 
States has ever entered upon his high 
office with the settled purpose not to be 
a candidate for re-election, and retired 
with fidelity to that purpose. True, he 
could not have been elected under any 
conditions existing at that period, but 
at no time during his term did he di- 
rect his efforts to succeed himself. 
With the new President elected, the 
business interests of the country always 
well understand the policy that hag been 
decided by the national judgment, and 
it would be easy to adapt business ef- 
forts to the political policy adopted by 
the nation; but political strife and dis- 
turbances begin with the inauguration 


of the President. A new Congress is to 
be elected in leas than two years, and 


the whole power of the government 
must be directed to sustain the admini- 
stration in Congress. The result is 
often the defeat of the administration in 
one or both branches of the national 
Legislature, and political disturbances 
are at once precipitated. The policy of 
the administration is halted, and in the 
struggle for political supremacy, com- 
merce, industry and trade are made to 
suffer. 

Immediately after the election of the 
mid-admımistration Congress comes the 
great battle forthe Presidency, and it 
continues without interruption until the

Our Presidential election contests are 
looked to with constant dread by the 
business and industrial interests of the 
country. Wedonbt whether there is 
one business man in a hundred who 
would not earnestly urge the extension 
of the Presidential term, with the Pres 
ident made ineligible to succeed him- 
self. Every consideration of buginess 
tranquillity and political integrity de- 
mands the adoption of this important 
reform; and the party that shall be 
most potential in acoomplishing it will 
most command the respect and trust of 
the American people. We earnestly 
appleal to the present Congress to in- 
augurate this most vital reform, and if 
earnestly pressed, we believe that it 
would command the requisite votes in 
both Senate and House.—Philadelphia

Governor MoMillan of Tennes- 
eee aptly refers to the election and the 
future of the party as follows:

FOR A STATE FARMERS’ CLUB. 


Preliminary Steps Taken Looking To 
Sach Ao Orgasization. 


About 20 representatives of the farm- 
ers’ clubs of Maryland met this week in 
the lecture hall of the State Geological 
Survey, Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, for the purpose of forming a 
State organization to advance the inter- 
ests of agriculture. Dr, Mahlon Kirk, 
of Montgomery county, was elected 
presiding officer and W. W. C. Stewart, 
of Baltimore county, secretary. 

William L. Amos, J. Worthington 
and W. W. C. Stewart were appointed 
a committee on resolutions and made 
the following report, which was adop» 
ted 2 


That the various farmers’, clubs 
throughout the State, in joint conven- 
tion assembled, recognize the value of 
district farmers’ clubs and desire to pro 
mote their organization and the useful- 
ness and efficiency of a State organiza- 
tion as their nat iral sequal. 

To this end the State Conductor of 
Farmera’ Institutes be and he is hereby 
requested and urged to take the neces- 
eary steps during his annual visit to 
each county to arous) local interest in 
the subject, to assiet in the framing of 
constitutions for local organizations 
and to take all necess: ry steps to bring 
about the formation at least of one club 
in each county. 

That a meeting of this body be dalled 
by its president and secretary for March 
1, 1901, whena constitution shall be 
submitted for adoption to be framed by 
an executive committe consisting of 
three members to be sel cted by ballot 
at this meeting. 

That the existing officers continue in 
office until March 1, 1901. 

That a circular prospectus of the pur- 
pose of this organization be prepared 
by the executive committee at an early 
day to be circulated throughout the 
State, and that the executive committee 
be empow to carry oul the purpose 
of this meeting. 

William L. Amor, J. D. Worthing- 
ton and Asa B. Gardiner, Jr, were 
chosen as the executive committee. 

Letters favorable to the purpose of 
the meeting were read from: 

Secretaries William P. Trimble, of 
Wilna Club, Harford county; Jobn A. 
Null, Clearview Ciub; Daniel Wolfe, 
Union Bridge Club, and J. D. Engel, 
Middleburg Club, of Carroll county. 

There are 23 clubs in this State—six 
in Harford county, two in Baltimore 
county, four in Carroll county, one in 
Cecil county, one in Charles county, 
one in Kent county, two in Prince 
George's county, four in Montgomery 
county and one in Howard county.

| Delivered From Evil When He 
Prayed For Ris Frieads—Happiness 
Cones From belag Good, 


Wasnrectox, Nov. 11.—In this dis- 
course Dr. Talmage wars on narrow- 
hess of view and urges a life helpful to 
others; text, Job xili, 10, “And the 
Lord turned the captivity of Job when 
be prayed for his friends,” 

Com vely few people read this 
last chapter of the book of Job. The 
earlier chapters are so full of thrilling 
incident, or events so dramatically 
portrayed, of awful aliments and ter. 
rific disaster, of domestic infelicity, of 
staccato passage, of resounding ad- 
dress, of omuipotency proclaimed, of 
utterances showing Job to have been 
the greatest scientist of his day, an ex- 
pert In mining and precions stones, 
astronomer, and geographer, and zoolo- 
gist, and electrician, and poet, that 
most readers stop before they get to 
my text, which, strangely and mys- 
teriously, announces that “the Lord 
turned the captivity of Job when he 
prayed for his friends.” 

Now, will you please explain to me 
how Job's prayer for his friends halted 
his catastrophes? Give me some good 
reason why Job on his knees In behalf 
of the welfare of others arrested the 
long procession of calamities. Mind you, 
it was not prayer for himeelf, for then 
the cessation of his troubles would 
have been only another Instance of 
prayer answered, but the portfolio of 
his disaster was rolled up while be 
supplicated God in behalf of Eliphas 
the Temanite, Bijdad the Shubite and 
Zophar the Naamathite. 1 must con- 
fess to you that I had to read the text 
over and over again before I got its 
full meaning—“And the Lord turned 
the captivity of Job when he prayed 
for his friends.“ 

Well, it you will not explain it to me, 
I will explain it to you. The healthiest, 
the most recuperative thing on earth 
to do Is to stop thinking so much about 
ourselves and go to thinking about the 
welfare of others. Job had been study- 
ing his misfortunes, but the more he 
thought about bis bankruptcy the poor- 
er he seemed, the more he thought of 
his carbuncles the worse they burt, the 
more he thought of his unfortunate 
marriage the more intolerable became 
the conjugal relation, the more he 
thought of bis house blown down the 
more terrific seemed the cyclone. His 
misfortunes grew blacker and black- 
er, but there was to come a reversal of 
these sad conditions. One day be said 
to himself: “I have been dwelling too 
much upon my bodily allments and my 
wife's temper and my beres vements. 
It is time I began to think about others 
and do something for others, and I will 
start now by praying for my three 
friends.” Then Job dropped upon his 
knees, and as be did so the last shackle 
of his captivity of trouble snapped and 
fell off. Hear it, all se ages of time 
and all ye ages of eternity, “the Lord 
turned the captivity of Job when he 
prayed for his friends,” 

A Mighty Medicament. 

The fault with most of us is too 
much self concentration—our bealth, 
our fortunes, our advancement, our so- 
cial position, our achievements, our 
losses, our defeats, our sufferings, our 
persecution, our life, our death, our im- 
mortality. Of course there la a lawful 
and righteous selfishness. In a world 
and in a time of such activities and 
rivalries and temptations we must look 
after our own Interests and our own 
destiny or we will go under. Do not 
wait for others to take care of you. 
Take care of yourself. But it will not 
binder our preservation and prosperity 
if we enlarge the sphere of our wishes 
ond prayers so as to take In others. 
The law in the natural world would do 
well for the moral and spiritual world. 
The centripetal force in nature would 
throw everything in toward the center, 
and the centrifugal force in nature 
Would throw everything out from the 
center, but the centripetal and the cen- 
trifagal work beautifully together. The 
one force that would throw everything 
toward the center is balanced by the 
force that would throw everything out- 
wurd. 

Our world, with its own interests, 
feels the pull of other worlds. No 
world, no bation, no communty, oo 
man, no Woman, càn afford to „Kist 
only for itself or himself or herself. 
The hour in which Job bas that solilo- 
Quy about the enlargement of his pray- 
ers 60 as to take in his friends and he 
put into execution his good resolution 
was the hour when be felt n tonic, a 
sedative, a nervine, a cntaplasm, that 
helped to cure bis body and revived his 
Mortunes till they were n hundred per 
cent better than ever before, for the 
record is “the Lord gave Job twice as 
much as he bad before,” and tended to 

make him a wonder of longerity, for 
helived 140 years after his troubles 
were gone. Ob, what a mighty medica- 
ment is the contemplation of and the 
effort for the welfare of others! 

“But,” enys some one. “it wax „ 
enough for Job to pray for his friends, 
Anybody can do that. There are those 
to whom we are obligated for yearn of 

kindness, They stand so clore to wa in 

sympathy na reminiscence and an- 
ticipation that it is casy for us to pray 
for thelr welfare.” Well. | we you do

For seven days and seven nights they 

aid nothing and said nothing for his 

relief. They must bave almost bored 
him to death. 

‘Job's Comforters, 

After these three friends had com- 
pleted their infamous silence of a week 
they began to lecture Job, First Hii- 
phas the Temanite opens with a long 
story about a dream which be had in 
the night and irritates the sufferer 
with words that make things worse 
instend of better and sets him in an 
attitude of defense against the lecturer. 
Then comes Bildad the Shubite, who 
gives the Invalid a round scolding and 
calls him garrulous and practically 
tells him that he deserved all that he 
had got aud that if be bad behaved 
himself aright he would not have lost 
his house or bis children or hia estate. 
He practically sald: “Job, I will tell 
you what is the matter with you. You 
are bad. You are a hypocrite. You 
are now getting pald for your wicked- 
ness. No wonder that there came 
from Job an outburst of indignation, 
which calls out the other quondam 
friend, Zophar the Naamathite, who 
begins denouncing Job by calling him 
a liar and keeps on the discourse until 
Job responds to all three of them In 
the sarcastic words, “No doubt but 
ye aré the people, and wisdom shall 
die with you.” 

Ob, what friends Job had! Heaven 
deliver us from having one such friend, 
to say nothing of having three of them. 
It was for such friends that Job pray- 
ed, and was it not a religious triumph 
for him so to do? Would you, the 
very best of you, be in very devout 
mood and capable of making interces- 
sion for people who had come to you 
in a day of trouble and said: “Good 
for you. You ought to be chastised, 
You are being taken in band by eternal 
justice. If you had behaved yourself 
aright, you would not. have been sick 
or persecuted or impoverished or made 
childless." Oh, no, my friend, you 
would not have felt like Job when he 
prayed for his friends, bet more like 
Job when he cursed the day of his 
nativity. 

Notice that this Ungellation by the 
three friends was premeditated. They 
did not merely happen in and come 
suddenly upon trouble for Which they 
could not offer a compound. The Bible 
says, “They bad made an appolptinent 
together.” The interview was prrar 
ranged. They had agreed as to what 
they would say to the sick man. You 
can see that their remarks were not ex 
temporaneous. What they rakli was 
sublimely poetic. They rose lu style 
into what in later times we woul! call 
the Homeric or Dantesqte. But Job 
Was not in need of poetry so uch as a 
salve for his eruptive disorder. He 
Was not dying for lack of a paragraph 
in blank verse. He was not wo much 
in need of a didactic lecture abont the 
justice of God as an assurance of the 
divine mercy. Some pions rustic of the 
land of Uz, not able to put three gran 
matical sentences together. vould bave 
sald something more consolatory. 


Worthy of Emulation, 

The meanness òf the attack of these 
religious critics was augmented by the 
fact that they had the sufferer lu thelr 
power. When we are well and we do 
not like what one is saying, we can get 
up and go away. But Job was too Ni 
to get up and go away. First bo en 
dured the seven days and seven ulgbts 
of silence, and then be endured thelr 
arraignment of his motives snd char 
acter, and after their cruel caompalgnu 
was ended, by a sublime effort cf soul, 
which I this day upbold for Imitation, 
be triumphed in prayer for bis tautalls- 
ers. In all history there ls nothing 
equal to it except the momorable im- 
ploration by Christ for bis enemies, 
No wonder that after that prayer of 
Job was once uttered a thrill of recor. 
ery shot through every nerve and vein 
of his tortured body and every passion 
of bis great soul, and God answered it 
by adding nearly a century and a half 
to his lifetime and whitened the bills 
with flocks of sheep and filled the air 
with the lowing of cattle and wakened 
the silent nursery of his home with the 
swift feet and the laughing volces of 
childhood—seven sons and three da ogh- 
ters celebrated for their beauty. the 
daughters to refine the sone. the sona 
to defend the daughters. There la noth 
ing that pays so well as prayer, and 
the more difficult the prayer to monte 
the greater the reward for making It 

Let us all make similar attempt to 
pray, for those who vex and misrepre- 
sent and tantalize us. You may be very 
Popular In the city or neighborhood 
where you live, but I warrant if you 
are in active life there are those who 
wish fou the opposite of wishing you 
well. Are you benevolent? They way it 
is on your part a matter of perronal 
@ispiny. Are you eloquent or learned? 
They declare you are overrated and 
that what you say or write is of no im- 
portance, Do you try to wake yourself 
effective in church or hospital or board 
of directors? They call you offictuna. 
Are you well dressed? They aay you 
are proud. Does a false report start tn 
the community against your char. 
acter? They believe it all and odd an 
other story to the fabrication, Rome of 

them pretend to be friends, unt they 
have the cadgels all ready for you | rii- 

phaz the Tonianite, Bildad the Shu 


bite, Zophar the Naamathite.™ Now, 


for them. Ohr“ you say. “I can 
do that.” 1 thought you contd not. 
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Keep Your Temper. 

Nothing is so unhealthy as to get 
mad. It is a shock ta the whole phys- 
icai organization as well as to your 
mental and moral condition. It is no 
unusual thing for people to drop down 
dead In a Gt of anger. You people 
who welgh over 200 pounds a volrdu- 
pola had better never lose your tem- 
Per. for at such times apoplexy ls not 
far off. Get the equipoise of Job in 
the text, and it will belp you in busi- 
ness directions. Praying for all of- 
fenders, you will have more nerve for 
large undertakings; you will un ve a 
better balanced judgment: you will 
waste no valuable time in trying to get 
even with your enemies. Try this 
height of prayer for your antagonist 
today, and if you fail try it tomorrow. 
Keep on until you accomplish It, and 
I should not wonder If, In addition to 
the moral and religious strength It 
gives you, it should add a hundred 
per cent to your worldly prosperity. 
Job xlii, 10. “The Lord gu ve Job twice 
as much as be had before.” 

What we all need is to get out of 
ourselves and go to helping others, 
whether friends or foes. An beautiful 
an Instance of how this can be done 
I found last summer in London in 
the person of Florence Nightingale, 
the heroine of hospitals and of battle- 
fields when there were no hospitals. 
The lounge on which she lies pros- 
trate Is a throne of power, and, though 
she has passed Into the eighties, she 
trains nurses for sickbeds, and her 
influence is now felt among the wound- 
ed in South Africa, while her memory 
is full of the story of Balaklava. Se- 
vustopol and Inkerman, where Eng- 
land and France and Russia grappled. 
Bhe told me that she had not been 


happy until she undertook to alleviate 


suffering and that since she began 
that work she had never cen an un- 
happy day. To that work she conse 
crated ber life, her classic attainments, 
her social position, her brilliant per- 
sonality. Her whole life for others, 
and ber face shows It. I think so 
much of hen ven Is to be found In no 
other human countenance. Tennyson's 
“Charge of the Light Brigade” is not 
more thrilling to me than the womanly 
bravery and sacrifice that took care of 
those who were shot from the saddles 
of the “immortal six hundred.“ 
The Emblem of Immortality, 

My text enthroues prayer and gives 
it a scepter to wave over our temporal 
and eternal life. Under God it cured 
Job and fixed up bis Anances and re 
stored his home and made bim so ro 
bust of health that he lived 14 decades. 
But.“ some one says, “I do not believe 
in prayer for friends and fous, because 
I do not think that God is going to 
change the laws of nature because we 
ask bim so to do.“ Neither do I think 
that God will change the law of nature 
at our request, but | am sure that be 
answers prayer through natural law. 
Not a physician of any skill, allopathic, 
or homeopathic, or bydropathic, or 
eclectic, but has some time been sur 
prised that what was thought to be a 
fatal disense suddenly relaxes ita grasp

MR. H. W. ANDERSON. 


Death Succeeds An lines of Tweive 
Months Duration. 


After an illness of more than twelve 
months Mr. Henry Wesley Anderson 
flied last Monday night at his home in 
Rockawalking four miles from Salis 
bury. 

Funeral services were held oter the 
remains at 10 o'clock Wednesday 

morning at the home of the deceased, 
The body was then borne to the old And- 
der-on burial grounds in Trappe district 
on the opposite side of the river. Mesere. 
Wm. I. Laws, E Stanley Toadvin, L. 
J. Gale, Wm. 8. Moore, O. C. Parker 
and C. W Lay field, old tine friends of 
the dead man, were the pall-bear: ra, 
and several hundred friends and neigh- 
b re congregated to pay a last tribute 
of respevt and esteem. 

Mr. Andesson was bern in October 
1887. His father, the late Issac Ander- 
son, was in hiaday an extensive land- 
owner and farmer, When the son grew 
to manhood he became a landowner, 
aleo, and engaged, beides, in vessel 
interests, Early in life he developed a 
strong aptitude for politics. A beredi- 
tary whig he became, at the breaking 
out of the Civil War, an ardent and ac 
tive democrat, and died an admiring 
follower of Mr. Wm. Jennings Bryan. 
Indeed it might be truthfully said that 
he was the “original Bryan man” in 
Wicomico. 

Mr. Anderson was one of the Com- 
missioners of the County when the 
present stately Court House was built 
in 1877, and was one of the building 
committee, In 1886 he represented the 
demooratio party inthe Maryland house 
of delegates, and in 1804 was chief clerk 
of the Senate Folding Committee. At 
the time of his death he was a member 
of the County democratic Central Com- 
mittee, serving with Messrs. E. E Jack 
son and Wm, L. Laws. 

In early manhooi Mr. Anderson mar- 
tied Miss Price. Mrs, Frank Cooper, 
of Virginia, and Mr. H. B. Anderson of 
this county, survive of this union. Some 
yoars after his first wife’s death he 
married the daughter of Wm, Harris, 
who with five children, survives. 

Mr. Anderson's estate consists of sev- 
eral huudred acres of fine farming land 
on the Wicomico river in Salisbury dis 
trict, anda lot of livestock and other 
personal property -

IDEAL SCHOOL OF TO-DAY. 


Prol. Van Sickle of Baltimore Talks on 
This Vital Subject. 


Professor Van Sickle, the new Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction of Bal- 
timore, delivered an address recently on 
the subject of education before the 
Arundel! Club. In the course of his 
remarks Professor Van Sickle said: 

In devising its education echeme it 
has been the purpose of every people, 
from primitive races to thoso most high 
ly developed, to preserve through the 
training of the children and to trans- 
mit to future ages the best elements of 
its civilization. This is the great prob- 
lem in the United States today. Under 
social and industrial conditions prevail- 
ing before the advent of the factory 
system and the crowding of the popula- 
tion into the cities education was much 
more a function of the home than it can 
be at the present time. More and more 
schools are relied upon t) do what the 
bomcs can no longer do. 

It ia a good sign of the times that par. 
ents care not only for what lessons the 
child is learning, but what life he is 
living in school. Our ideal school is an 
extension of the home, and while it 
oonti aues to give sound training in the 
traditional three R's, it also provides 
manual activities to replace those that 
once formed so valuable a. part of the 
home education. The kindergarten util- 
ines the play instinct for educational 
ends and trains through interesting oc- 
cupations to habits of neatness, order, 
kindness and industry. The physical 
well-being of the child is carefully con- 
sidered, much more attention being 
paid to the construction of school houses 
than was formerly the case. It is 
thought essent al that there should be 
ample playground; that the rooms 
should be large erough to allow free 
movement: careful attention is paid to 
lighting and ventilation. There is in 
our ideal school a room devoted espec. 
ally to manual triining, and in all its 
departments the school aims to train 
the mind through the eye and the hand. 

Some changes in American educa- 
tion in the past 25 years are so funda- 
mental as to merit notice. The most 
marked change of all, perhaps has been 
in the matter of home and school dis 
cipline Sarcasm, the harsh construc- 
tion of the childish motive, and the ap- 
peal to physical pain as a means of pro- 
ducing quiet and intellectual activity 
have wellnigh disappeared. Fear, the 
incentive once relied upon in the church, 
and copied in the home and school, has 
given place to kindness, sympathy and 
love. Since in this country we haye 
come to think that government is of 
the people, for the people and by the 
people, we have come to think that the 
government of the child should be 
such as will fit it to be self governing, 
and thus to take part in such a Govern- 
ment by the people. 

Another tendency of great signifo- 
ance in modern education is that of 
giving children things to do that thoy 
can do well instead of things that we 
know they cannot do well. When the 
child is sure of himself nervousness dis- 
appears. His attitude is eager, alert, 
cheerful, triumphant. We have seen 
the joy that comes through achievement 
and the satisfaction that comes from 
service. Formerly for one child to help 
another wasa school crime. We have 
come to see that the child's: is 


not wholly dependent time 
nt in drill, but is . result 
of natural physical growth, When the 
brain is sufficiently mature, those parts 
of the curriculum which once gave 
$ difficulty are easily mastered. 
Fhus more tims is obtained to interest 
the child in the true and the beautiful 
through literature and in noble ideals 
through history. 

To some extent we are recogniszin 
that conditions favorable to persona 
growth with adults are also conditions 
of growth for obildren. We demand for 
ourselves fwedom in the choice of 
means to accomplish our ends; this we 
now accord the child as far as possible 
The old attitude was one of passivity— 
receptivity—we now wish it to be one 
of activity self-directed as far as possi- 
ble. 


The ee scholastic prepara- 
tion given by the high school to those 
inten to teach ie noted, but atten 

tion is called tothe great need for an 
opportunity to review these subjects 
from the teaching side with the needs 
of the child in view—in short for a 
training school for teachers.

MISS ELLIS’ TRAVELS. 


Her Trip Abroad Made laterestlag to 
Others by Being Well Told. 


Sudleraville, Md., Nov., 21, 1900. 

The morning of disembarkation came, 
Tuesday July 17 and all were up bright 
and early almost with the sun which 
is a very early riser in these latitudes in 
summer, 

As we went on deck and looked about 
us we saw with delight that we, during 
the night, had passed some historic 
spots, one of them being the Lizard— 
that majeatic rock, which marks the di- 
vision line between the Bay of Penzance 
from which the pirates used to come 
and the English Channel. Star Point, 
Portland Bill, St, Alban's Head had 
been passed and England in all her 
beauty lies before us; on our left, we 
see the chalky cliffs rising abruptly 
from the water's edge and again when 
they are passed we discern thy beauti- 
tul fields, villages and majestic country 
places Passing from the English 
Channelinto Alum Bay, we passed, on 
the starboard side, the needles, the 
sharpened point of the Isle of Wight. 

Between the lovely green shores und 
wooded slopes of this, one of the fair- 
est garden spots in the world, and the 
mainiand of England are spread out 
the sparkling expanse of The Solent, 
famous in history and poetry for cen- 
turies. At 8 8. m., the sea-pilot came 
on board and into his hands the Cap- 
tain committed the ship, and at the 
mouth of the Solent the harbor pilot 
met us. The gen- pilot brought us some 
London papers and from these we learn- 
ed that Germany only had declared 
war against China, so our fears of the 
afternoon previous were allayed. One 
dan imagine with what joy we received 
the papera if he remembers that for 
twelve days we had not heard one word 
from the outside world, we knew not 
what calamities had befallen the land 
of our birth; our world for the time had 
been the good ship Rhein“ and her 
cargo of precious soula, Not even a 
friendly sail had greeted us until we 
were eightdays from Baltimore. 

But the little excitement caused by 
the pipers quickly passed and we turn- 
ed to the scenes around us. Upon enter- 
ing the historic waters of The Solent one 
of the most magnificent marine pictures 
nature ever painted was before us. 
Upon the right in pastoral quietude 
and beauty lay the Isle of Wight, 
upon the hills of which is “Osborne 
House, her majesty '» palatial country 
home, the towers of which may be seen 
from the deck of the steam-ship., Be. 
fore it ie the little seaport town of 
Cowes, which nestles close to the 
water's edge, its residential sections 
stretching out on either side like the 
wings of some great white bird.

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FRENCH DISAPPOINTED. 


President Kruger Fails to Arrive 
For the Marseilles Reception. 


OROWDS WAITED MANY HOURS. 


Only 20,000 People Gathered Along 
the Lime of March, Owing to the 
Unetrtainty of Kreger’s Arrival. 
No Demonstrations Against British. 


Marseilles, Nov. 22.—A blunder in 
the calculations of the time the Gelder- 
land would require between Port Said 
and Marseilles resulted in the fizzling 
out yesterday of the intended demon- 
stration and imperilled the success of 
the reception to President Kruger, of 
the Transvaal republic. The French 
reception committee did not take into 
account the gale that is sweeping the 
Mediterranean and the low speed of the 
Gelderland, but allowed all their ar- 
rangements to stand. 

The Boer delegates, victims of the 
organizing committee, awaited expec- 
tantly at their hotel from early morn- 
ing until the afternoon the arrival of 
the cruiser, For several hours the 
carriage intended for Mr. Kruger re- 
mained at the entrance of the hotel, 
the horses, which were decorated with 
rosettes of Boer colors, pawing the 
ground impatiently until the equipage 
was dismissed. Various delegations 
and societies that had assembled at the 
leading stage remained through heavy 
showers until they realized, in the non- 
signaling of the Gelderland, that their 
presence was futile’ Then they dis- 
banded. 

The flasco was_unfortunate- because 
thousands among yesterday's con- 
course will shrink from the possibility 
of losing another morning. Yester- 
day's crowds were for the greater part 
made up of workingmen and shop- 
keepers, who lost money by attending 
the gathering, and who are not likely 
to repeat the experiment. 

Bad weather and the element of un- 
certainty as to the time of Mr. Kru- 
ger’s landing kept many thousands 
even yesterday from the route. Thirty 
thousand would be a generous estimate 
of the crowd, which was massed thickly 
at several points, while only sparse 
assemblies were to be seen elsewhere. 

The French and the Boer delegates 
were all intensely disappointed, espe- 
cially as up to a late hour no news had 
been received of the Gelderland’s en- 
try into the harbor. No importance is 
attached to the report of an injury to 
her machinery, the theory being that 
she is merely going slowly in conse- 
quence of the heavy sea, which is 
chiefly responsible for the delay. 

An amusing statement appeared in 
a local paper yesterday afternoon in 
which an alleged rumor was published 
to the effect that the delay was due to 
the capture of the Gelderland on the 
high seas by a British squadron or to 
deliberate damage to her machinery by 
a mercenary. Naturally these state- 
ments only provoked the laughter of 
those who read them. 

The attitude of yesterday's con- 
course, while unanimously favorable to 
Mr. Kruger and the Boers, was never- 
theless quite free from anything of- 
fensive to the British, which tended to 
enhance the absurdity of a noisy prom- 
enade along the principal boulevards 
last evening by a score of anti-British 
youths, whose efforts led to no dis- 
order whatever. 


New Warning Signals For Sailors, 

Washington, Nov. 22.—The weather 
bureau experiments with signal lights 
for warning sailormen far out to sea 
of impending storms have been con- 
cluded, and American lamps fitted with 
pressed glass lenses have been decided 
on in preference to the French makes, 
which cost five times as much, A sys- 
tem of these beacon lamps soon will 
be established along the Atiantic coast 
and great lakes In addition to the sig- 
nal service now in operation in many 
ports. The new method of signaling 
from the lofty steel towers will far 
surpass all that has heretofore been 
done. Each beacon will be visible 
about 12 miles in any direction, and 
the lights from 108 of them, which is 
the proposed number, will give a con- 
uous series of warnings visible for 
nearly 2,500 miles along the sea coast. 


In the Hands of a Recciver. 

Paterson, N. J., Nov. 22.—James 8. 
Read, as receiver, took charge of the 
mill of the Pioneer Silk company yes- 
terday. He held a consultation with 
the Ryle Brothers, proprietors, and 
discussed the financial affairs of the 
company. The surplus, it is expected, 
will enable the company to meet all 
its oDitgations. Applféation will be 
made to the supreme court of Pennsyl- 
vania*for the appointment of Mr. Read 
as receiver for the business at Allen- 
town. There is reason to believe that 
the company will be able to resume 
business. 


Pacific Mail's New President. 

New York, Nov. 22.—The board of 
directors of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
company held a meeting yesterday, at 
which Charles H. Tweed, James Speyer 
and Ogden Mille were elected directors 
in place of George J. Gould, Samuel 
Thomas and Henry Hart, resigned.

REAPPORTIONMENT UNDER THE NEW 
CENSUS. 


By the Constitution of Maryland 
it is made the duty of the Governor 
of the State immediately after the 
publication of the new census to re- 
arrange the representation of the 
counties in the House of Delegates 
according to their population and to 
declare the adjustment by proclama- 
tion. The announcement of the 
population of the counties is there- 
fore awaited with considerable inter- 
est. Itis possible that as many as 
ten counties may be each entitled to 
one more member under the new 
census, although it is not likely that 
the increase will be as much as this. 
It may not be more than three or 
four. If, however, the increase 
should be as much as ten, and that 
increase in the House to be elected 
next year should be followed up by 
an increase of six in the representa- 
tion of Baltimore city, it will be ex- 
tremely difficult to find room for 
them in the present chamber. It is 
already overcrowded. At the elec- 
tion next fall a proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution creating a 
new Legislative district in the city 
is to be submitted. If it is approved 
by the people of the State it will en- 
title the city to one more Senator 
and six more Delegates, making four 
Senators and 24 Delegates in all. 
The basis of representation in Bec- 
tion 4, Article 3 of the Constitution 
is as follows: Counties having a 
population of less than 18,000, 2 
Delegates; 18,000 and less than 28,- 
000, 3 Delegates; 28,000 and less 
than 40,000, 4 Delegates; 40,000 
and less than 55,000 5 Delegates; 
55,000 and over, 6 Delegates and no 
more. Each Legislative district of 
the city isto have the representa-

Arable Typewriters, 

One of the most interesting of recent 
inventions is an Arabic typewriter, which 
has just been patented. Inasmuch as 
Arabic writing has no fewer than G38 dis- 
tinct characters, the difficulties to be 
overcome are obvious. There ure, how- 
ever, in Arabic ouly 20 letters, each let- 
ter having many different forms, One 
letter, for example, has 05 forma, the 
purpose of this variety lu forms being 
that ench letter shall join with the adja- 
cent letters, whatever their shape. 

This condition of affairs, obviously, Is 
hard on the typesetter, and for a long 
time past Arabic scholars have desired 
to contrive compromise characters, so to 
speak, which would join well enough and 
which would at the same time be satis- 
factory to the readers of the written lan- 
guage. This bas at length been accom- 
Dlished and, as one of the results of the 
chirographic reform, an Arabic type- 
writer will soon be placed on the market. 
Thus Arab merchants in this country and 
all over the world will be able to cohduct 
their correspondence much more easily 
than hitherto. The Arabic language is in 
use today in Egypt, Persia and Arabia. 

Such an achievement gives hope that 
there may yet arrive a Chinese typewrit- 
er, notwithstanding the fact that in that 
language 24,000 distinct characters are in 
accepted use among the educated.—Sat- 
urday Evening Post,
